J left the m a in line of the Norther n

I re m e m be r that on the way 
to Gardiner we were i u t treste d in the

Mount;.ins, that a p p e a red in tilt' d is­ 
tance. At G a rd in er w h en we dis em ­ 
ba rk ed 
from 
the special 
train 
we 
found a large crowd of people g a th e r ­ 
ed upon the platform . It seemed that 
the daily arrival of this train was an 
e v e n t in the lives of the people of 
th at neighborhood. 


From 
the 
station 
platform 
we 
hoarded 
a 
la rg e bus d ra w n by six 
hors es and starte d upo n o ur journey 
up the m ountain to th e Mammoth H ot 
Sp rin g s Hotel. 
In 
tin* distance we 
could see a he rd of buffalo on the 
reservation, w h e re fbi' Federal Gov­ 
e rn m ent is trying to keep th e anim als 
from becoming extinct. 
Suddenly as 
w e rounded a curve in the m ountain 
road, th e Mammoth Hot Springs Hotel 
a n d the soldiers’ b a r r a c k s 
could 
be 
seen upon a level plain. Arriving at 
th e hotel, parties w e re formed for the 
ju orney through the park. 
At all points of intere st could be 
found soldiers of th e United States 
Army, who for a sm all fee. u'otild act 
a s guide. The visit to the Mammoth 
H o t Springs 
was 
m ost 
interesting. 
W here th e w ate r overflowed from th e 
springs, casca des hav e been formed, 
a n d the water flowing over these f o r ­ 
mations produced m a n y colors which 
m a k e a pleasing picture for the eye. 
T h e next m ornin g we started 
for 
Norris 
Basin, 
which 
was 
our first 
stop. Here we found m a n y formations 
of interest, some of w hic h w ere linked 
to his Satanic Majesty, and known as 
the 
Devil’s Kitchen and the Devil’s 
Inkpot, etc. W hat intere sted me most 
w as a jet of ste a m a s big as a m a n ’s 
a rm , which ca me out of the side of a 
hill. 
It was h a rd to realize that this 
jet from which th e s tea m poured was 
actin g as a safety valve to the earth, 
a n d had been disc harging for th o u s­ 
a n d s of years, 
In the afternoon w e hurried on to 
th e Fountain House w here we obtain­ 
e d a view of o ld Faithful Geyser a n d

Old Faith ful 
spouts every h o u r and a sched ule at 
the hotel an n o u n ce s th e time.

A Giant Paint pot is like a 
huge howl in th e gro u n d partly filled 
with 
soft 
clay. 
Steam jets 
which 
c a rr y off the stea m g en erated within 
the earth, find th e ir outlet u n d e rn e a th 
this howl of clay, and the stea m fo r c ­ 
ing ifs way upw ard , raises the clay 
and forms it into all sorts of shapes. 
We stopped at the Fo u n ta in House 
all night and in the m o r n in g starte d 
for the Upper G ey se r Basin, w here the 
large geysers a r e found. T h e se gey­ 
se rs ar*- not re g u l a r in th e ir spouting 
like old Faithful, and it is alw ays un- 
certain whe th er any one of th e m will 
condescend to eru pt, ju st when you 
happen to he there. One of th e l a r g ­ 
est geysers is railed the “ Lion Gey­ 
s e r .” 
It erupts abou t every twenty- 
one days and the one who is th e re at 
that time has re ason to consider h im ­ 
self fortunate. 


From (ho Upper Gey ser Basin, we 
should have gone to the Yellowstone 
Lake and then aro u n d by the su lp h u r 
mountain to th e Gra nd Canyon, hut 
roads w ere as yet impassable, so we 
retraced our jo u r n e y to th e Fo u n ta in 
House and the next m o rn in g took the 
hack road to th e G ran d Canyon. T h e 
beauty of the c anyon c a nnot he d e­ 
scribed in words hut must !>e seen to 
he appreciated. F o r a distanc e of two 
miles it is highly colored and to stand 
at Inspiration 
Point and look down 
the canyon with its l*eautiful coloring, 
a n d to see in t h e distance th e Gre at 
Fail s of the Yellowstone with a drop 
of three hun d re d feet, is a sight th at 
will linger in th e mind for a lifetime. 
This is a brief outline of the trip 
which is in store for the wanner in 
the 
Courier contest.

States 5,000 Tons of Bombs,

In the present session of Congress there have been intro­ 
duced c» large n u m ber of bills that indicate ^ lack of regard for 
c o m m o n sense and fair play in the m e n w ho sponsored them. 
Men w h o are elected M em bers of C ongress are supposed 
to have education and intelligence above that of the average 
citizen, hut for their personal political advantage m a n y of 
them at all times are ready to vote in favor of measures that if 
enacted would have disastrous effect on the welfare of our 
country. 
I lie Batman Bonus Bill w’ith provision for printing two 
'billions of new paper dollars to be given to former service men, 
: w as a fair sample of the kind of bill that could win the approval 
of both I louses of Congress. W ithout the veto of the bill by 
the President we would be in financial chaos today as a result 
of the issue of a flood of printing press money. A lth o u g h the 
I present administration is responsible for causing o u r g o v e rn ­ 
m ent to take a course that can hardly be called honest an d hon 
orable in reducing tile value of the dollar, the President by his 
veto saved us from going a long w a y along the road that leads 
to national bankruptcy by unlimited issue of irredeemable 
paper money. 
It would seem almost incredible that intelligent m en 
should vote f o r a bill so financially u n so u n d as the B atm an bill, 
but a majority of both houses favored it. Some m em bers are 
said to have voted for the bill in spite of its menace to the c o u n ­ 
try because they knew that the President would veto the bill. 
U nder their oath as m em bers of o u r government it is hard to 
see how they could feel justified in favoring such a bill. But 
they did favor it, and that fact dem onstrates the dan g er that 
business m en fear from C ongress a n d President. 
M oney has been spent at unprecedented speed b y tile 
present administration, and both President and Congress are at 
last giving evidence that they understand that the m o n e y bor 
row ed by the governm ent for its huge expenditures m u st be 
repaid by m oney raised by taxation. 
Voters are not pleased by inc rease of taxes, so so m e of 
our clever politicians in W ash in g to n adopt a policy of “ soak 
the rich” in the hope that people of moderate or small m e an s 
m ay be led to believe that only t h e very rich will bear t h e b u r­ 
den of new taxes. 
It is the fixed habit of the dem ag o g u e to proclaim him self 
the cham pion of the people in defending them from the grasp­ 
ing greed of bankers, an d he feels assured of applause o f the 
proletariat w hen he proposes higher taxes for rich m e n and 
for big corporations. 
W h en a politician indulges in a tirade against big corpora­ 
tions and dem ands special taxes to be levied upon them , it is
